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Sowing Atomic Fear 

Harold Laskai, chairman of the La- 
bor Party Executive in Britain, recent- 
ly stated in an address in London that 
the United States had an atomic 
bomb that could wipe out both Indi- 
ana and Illinois, and that five such 
bombs could destroy the whole United 
States south of the Mason-Dixon 
Line. Washington is reported to have 
denied the presence of such a bomb. 
There exists a great fear, however, 
that Prof. Laskai’s words were not 
merely “fiction.” Nations have today 
reached a place of fear of what they 
themselves jhave created as instru- 
ments of war. This is particularly 
true of the United States. What we 
invented as a weapon against our en- 
emies is now feared may be copied 
and used against us. Thus we reap the 
fearful effects of what we have 
heaped upon our enemies. The day 
when the Lord “shall judge among the 
nations, and shall rebuke many peo- 
ple: and they shall beat their swords 
into plowshares, and their spears in- 
to pruninghooks: . . . Nation shall not 
lift up sword against nation, neither 
shall they learn war anymore,” Isa. 
2:4, is a thing which will be welcomed 
as the solution to the world’s ills. 
Even Stalin could but acknowledge 
that this world would be better than 
he has promised.

Palestine 


A little country with 10,400 square 
miles, and having a population of 
1,809,000 as of 1945, of whom 1,035,000 
are Moslems; 553,000 Jews; 139,000, 
Christians; 67,000 Bedouin nomads, 
and 15,000 others, has become the 
topic of world discussion. This coun- 
try is the home of the Jewish religion, 
and for whom the Jews and many 
friends contend it should be given for 
a national home. Some, however, have 
contended that Palestine belongs to 
Jews, Christians, Catholics, etc., of all 
lands. This may, in some sense, be 
true, but God promised this land to 
Abraham and his seed for a national 
home. The Jews, therefore, have a 
claim upon Palestine such as no one 
else has. With an estimated 500,000 
Jews homeless, as a result of the

The Jews are within their 
God-given rights when they contend 
for Palestine. Britain, with a man- 
date over Palestine, has an obligation 
to perform. The United States, as a 
partner in UN, is also bound up in 
the Palestinian issue. Russia, also, has 
a voice now, and if Britain and the 
United States do not help the Jews, 
then be sure that Stalin will, unto 
whom they are now looking and en- 
quiring for help. These are fateful 
days.

Wendel Wilkie wrote a book, “One 
World.” UN has incorporated a kind 
of a world system of governing affairs. 
Winston Churchill, speaking at the 
observance of the sixth anniversary of 
the Nazi invasion of the Netherlands, 
said: “I see no reason why, under the 
guardianship of a world organization, 
there should not arise the United 
States of Europe, both of the East and 
the West, which will unify this con- 
tinent such as never known since the 
Roman Empire. It will give you pros- 
perity, justice and peace.” Seth 
Ramkreshna Dalmia, of India, the 
great multimillionaire industrialist, 
has now offered to mediate for the 
uniting of the Hindu and Moslem peo- 
ple of India.

“The steps of a good man are ordered 
by the Lord: and he delighteth in his 
way. Though he fall, he shall not be 
utterly cast down: for the Lord up- 
holdeth him with his hand,’ Psalm 
37:23, 24. 

Some years ago, a lady fell from the 
balcony of her home to the earth be- 
neath, a distance of some dozen or 
more feet, without serious injury. The 
newspapers made considerable of the 
story. It was considered “news,” not 
simply because the lady had fallen or 
even because she escaped serious harm 
as a result; but because she was a 
cripple, and had fallen many times— 
so frequently, in fact, that she had be- 
come a sort of expert at falling in a 
way whereby she seldom was much the 
worse for her mishap. 

One of the first things the football 
coach teaches the beginning player 
is how to fall properly. In foot- 
ball, falling is a part of the game; and 
there is a correct and an incorrect 
method of taking tumbles. 

There may be some Christians who 
have never stumbled or fallen spirit- 
ually, but we believe that the most 
of us have done so at one time or an- 
other. Our falls have not been due, of 
course, to any inability of the Lord 
Jesus Christ.to keep us from falling, 
but rather they have been our own 
fault. We have not walked “uprightly” 
(Psa. 84:11), or perhaps we have not 
walked closely enough to Jesus (Matt. 
26:58). Anyway, we can be certain that 
something was wrong with our method 
of walking, because Christ is able to 
keep us from falling or stumbling, and 
to present us faultless before the pres- 
ence of His glory with exceeding joy 
(Jude 1:24). Our falls are no wise 
His fault. 

Now, certainly, no true follower of 
the Master deliberately wishes or de- 
sires to stumble or to fall (Rom. 11:11). 
It is much more comfortable to walk 
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uprightly and to have our steps or- 
dered by the Lord (Psa. 37:23). We 
may not forget that the enemy of our 
souls, Satan, is eager to see us slip, 
stumble, and fall. He ever seeks to 
plant pitfalls in our path. He has un- 
derhanded methods, sly manners, de- 
ceitful ways; his wiles are unlimited 
and diversified; he seldom attacks the 
same victim twice in the same manner. 


Since, therefore, stumbling, slipping, 
or even falling, form potential dan- 
gers for the Christian, is it not wise to 
think about ways of preventing and 
avoiding these dangers? We believe 
that it is, and in this article we shall, 
with the Lord’s help, endeavor to point 
out a few things which we pray may 
be helpful to someone along life’s slip- 
pery path. 

Overconfidence is like a bit of 
smooth ice hidden underneath a cov- 
ering of light snow. The fall of the 
overconfident Christian is just about 
as sudden. “Let him that thinketh he 
standeth take heed lest he fall,” was 
a bit of Paul’s advice (1 Cor. 10:12). 
Satan loves to attack the Christian at 
the very point where he thinks his 
armor is best! Perhaps that is a reason 
why he so often succeeds in his at- 
tacks. A military strategist watches for 
the chance to combine surprise with 
his offensive tactics against the en- 
emy. He knows that in the element of 
surprise he has much in his favor. 
The overconfident Christian—the one 
with too much confidence in his own 
strength, wisdom, sagacity, knowledge, 
ability, accomplishments—is a vulner- 
able target for the darts of the wicked 
one. We need to keep our confidence 
in God. If we do this, we cannot be- 
come overconfident. “For the Lord 
shall be thy confidence, and shall keep 
thy foot from being taken,” Prov. 3: 
26. “It is better to trust in the Lord 
than to put confidence in man,” Psa. 
118:8. 

Human stumbling-blocks cause some 
to fall. Perhaps no type of physical 
fall is more jarring to the nervous sys- 
tem, and sometimes injurious to the 
body, than to be unexpectedly tripped 
by some object. The football player 
tackles his opponent. Unseen and un- 
expected objects in our path prostrate 
us quickly, particularly if we are walk- 
ing in darkness. We need to watch the 
type of company we keep. Fellowship- 
ing with the wrong sort of folks is 
dangerous. Satan loves to plant hu- 
man stumbling-blocks at unexpected 
places for us to fall over. But there is 
another side to this thought: it is even 
worse for a Christian to become a 


stumbling-block than to fall over one. 
The Holy Spirit, writing through Paul’s 
pen, had considerable to tell us about 
this danger. “But take heed lest by 
any means this liberty of your’s be- 
come a stumbling-block to them that 
are weak ... when ye sin so against 
the brethren, and wound their weak 
conscience, ye sin against Christ,” 1 
Cor. 8:9, 12. “It is good neither to eat 
flesh, nor to drink wine, nor any thing 
whereby thy brother stumbleth, or is 
offended, or is made weak,” Rom. 14: 
21. A weak brother does not expect 
to find a stumbling-block in a fellow 
Christian; therefore, such an one be- 
comes a hidden or unexpected obstacle 
over which he can fall. If he is new in 
the Christian life, no doubt he is look- 
ing to those who have had more ex- 
perience for some sort of example. To 
some extent, he is following in their 
steps. Small wonder, then, that Paul 
declares such stumbling-blocks sin 
against the Lord Himself! 1 Cor. 8:12. 


A desire for riches often causes 
stumbling and sometimes falling—in- 
to temptation and sin. “They that are 
minded to be rich fall into a tempta- 
tion and a snare and many foolish and 
hurtful lusts, such as drown men in 
destruction and perdition,” 1 Tim. 6: 
9, R.V. “For the love of money is the 
root of all evil: which while some cov- 
eted after, they have erred from the 
faith, and pierced themselves through 
with many sorrows,” 1 Tim. 6:10. 
Many wealthy Christians do not stum- 
ble or fall over their wealth—because 
they do not LOVE riches. Instead, they 
use their money to God’s glory, with 
great blessing upon themselves and 
others. Note, the Book warns against 
being “minded to be rich”—having as 
our chief aim in life to amass wealth 
at any cost. It is the love of money, 
not the money itself, that is the root 
of all evil. A pauper can be guilty of 
loving the few pennies he possesses; a 
millionaire can be kept free from this 
false love. The desires of the heart 
must be watched carefully, if we would 
walk uprightly and safely these days. 


Heart-hardening often leads to a 
spiritual fall. Hardening of the physi- 
cal arteries is dangerous and presages 
serious heart ailments. “Happy is the 
man that feareth alway: but he that 
hardeneth his heart shall FALL into 
mischief,” Prov. 28:14. Hardening of 
the spiritual heart is a forerunner of 
evil results. “Harden not your heart,” 
Psa. 95:8, Hard-heartedness makes one 
unkind, cruel, selfish, unlovable, un-

Text: Rev. 1:7. Read Rev. 19:11-21. 
In His relationship to the salvation 
of man, the work may be grouped 
under six fundamentals or six golden 
links in a great chain: (1) His birth, 

(2) death, (3) resurrection, (4) ascen- 

sion, (5) Mediator, and (6) return to 

earth to celebrate where He fought 

the battle. The sixth fundamental, the 

return to earth, is what I wish to dis- 

cuss in this message. Most all denom- 
| inations believe in His return. Some 
| differ, however, in the manner. 

I. The Certainty: Just as certain as 
He did come! The Old Testament has 
twenty times as much to say about 
His second coming as about His first 
coming. Something about His second 
coming is said in every: book in the 
Old Testament, either in type, pic- 
ture or direct statement. One verse 
in every thirty in the New Testament 
mentions the second coming. Paul, 
who wrote about one-half of the New 
| Testament, makes mention of it fifty 
times, but mentions the ordinance of 
baptism only thirteen times. There 

are 300 references in the New Testa- 
ment and 1,500 in the Old Testament, 
a total of 1,800. 

II. The Time of His Coming: You 
might like for me to set a definite 
date. I will not be able to do this. A 
few years past, notice was given that 
He was coming. Many disposed of 
their property, made white ascension 
robes, went to the mountains and 
waited all night on May 16, 1936. A 
great theologian signed all his letters, 
“Yours till the return of the Lord 

1888.” I think most all great evange-

III. Manner of His coming will be

a personal coming. Acts 1:9-11, “This 
same Jesus.” 1 Thess. 4:16, “The Lord 
himself.” Titus 2:13, “Looking for that 
blessed hope and the glorious appear- 
ing of the great God and our Saviour 
Jesus Christ.” Just as surely as He 
came the first time in sorrow, and 
there was no room for Him in the inn, 
just that surely He is coming in glory. 


Matt. 24:44, “. . . an hour when ye 
think not.” Matt. 24:27, “. . . as the 
lightning.” Matt. 24:43, . as the 


thief in the night.” The thief does not 
call and tell you he will be there. He 
comes when you are not expecting 
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him, and takes the best he can find. 
So will Jesus do. 

IV. His first coming was quiet, a 
secret. Only Mary, Joseph, shepherds, 
wise men, and a few others knew. The 
world took no general notice and went 
on as before. When thirty years old, 
Jesus walked sixty miles to be bap- 
tized of John in Jordan. Then God 
announced Him to the world as His 
only son, His first coming was a se- 
cret but the second for the whole 
world. 

V. He shall return, first, in the air. 
None but the redeemed will know. 
This corresponds to His birth. The 
world will go on as before. Not a 
Christian will be left. The world has 
enough now, but will learn what it 
means to be here without one who 
knows Christ. The world will plunge 
madly into sin. The second corre- 
sponds to His second coming to the 
earth again. Rev. 20:5, “But the rest 
of the dead lived not again until the 
thousand years were finished.” John 
11:25, 26. The saints, dead and living, 
precede this. 

VI. At this time large numbers of 
the Jews will be back in the holy 
land. We are told that the wealth of 
the Dead Sea could buy the whole 
world and buy America four times. 
God gave it to Abraham and his de- 
scendents forever. Jesus’ coming is 
the Jews’ only hope. Since 606 B.C., 
the Jews have been under Gentile 
rule. 2 Thess. 2:4. The antichrist will 
break his covenant with the Jews and 
require all to worship him. They 
recognize him as a man and not God; 
refuse him. The Gentile nations will 
go into the holy land to take the 
wealth from the Jews and to destroy 
them, and will be gathered in the 
plain of Jezreel to fight. 

VII. In the midst of the battle the 
second coming of Christ will take 
place. Joel 3; Zech. 14; also, Rev. 
16, Armageddon. Out there in the 
distance, a cloud will come closer and 
closer to the earth. It will be Jesus 
riding a white horse with armies of 
heaven following. Jesus dismounts, 
sets foot on the mountain, it splits 
and becomes a great valley. The Jews 


run down this valley to get away from 
the issuing. Suddenly the guns quit 
firing. Jews walk up to the stranger. 
He raises his hands. Zech. 13:6. Jews 
asks, “What are these scars in thy 
hands?” Jesus answers, “I received 
these in the house of my friends.” 
They recognize Him and accept Him 
as their Messiah, Read Rev. 19:11-21. 
Praise God! He is King and Lord. All 
the fowls are called to eat the flesh 
of kings, captains, mighty men, horses, 
and them that sit on them and the 
flesh of all men. Verse 19. “The 
beast, the kings of the earth, and 
their armies, gathered together to 
make war against him that sat on 
the horse and his army. And the beast 
was taken, and with him the false 
prophet.” Also, Rev. 20:2. The devil 
cast alive into the lake of fire or bot- 
tomless pit. Rev. 19:21, And the rem- 
nant were slain. Praise God, I feel the 
power of His coming now.

1 Peter 4:7, “But the end of all 
things is at hand; be ye therefore 
sober and watch unto prayer.”

My subject is not a popular one, but 
there is no subject in the Word of God 
so vital and, yet, so seldom ap- 
proached. We would rather read and 
study of the glories of heaven than 
to discuss the terrors of hell fire. Per- 
haps no writer wrote more of the joys 
of salvation than David, the singer of 
Israel, but all the psalms are not 
songs of praise. 


In Psalm 9:17, we read, “The wicked 
shall be turned into hell, and all the 
nations that forget God.” This verse 
of scripture is a direct implication 
that punishment is administered after 
death, and that punishment consists 
of being confined to a place of tor- 
ment. It does not say the righteous, 
but plainly says the wicked shall be 
turned into hell, and all the nations 
that forget God. Hell is a place of 
punishment for the wicked. 


God’s Word says, “What is the hope 
of the hypocrite, though he hath 
gained, when God taketh away his 
soul?” We cannot understand why 
anyone should want to follow the 
ways of the hypocrite and make a 
false profession, least of all a false 
profession of being a Christian. It is a 
pitiful condition when one has lost 
his integrity and honesty of heart and 
mind, and no longer is susceptible of 
the truth. God will sift out the hypo- 
crite and sweep away his false foun- 
dations, and he will be found in the 
same place with the outlaws and the 
profligate. Why can’t they listen to 
their hearts and remember God’s 
words, “The wicked shall be turned 
into hell.” 


Perhaps no words of scripture so 
vividly describe the tortures of hell as 
the story of the rich man and Lazarus, 
told by Jesus and recorded in the 16th 
chapter of Luke, beginning at the 
19th verse.

Then, the seniors of the ’46 class will 
catch step in another march—the 
great March of Human Destines. To- 
day, with all of its excitement and 
well-wishing, has been a wonderful 
day, but tomorrow will be greater. 

Tomorrow, we will face a world 
which they tell us we shall have to 
fight. They say it is a terrible world, 
full of discord and hatred, with little 
hope of peace. It isn’t pleasant to think 
of facing such a world. However, al- 
though our future begins like the past, 
it soars on new wings and our job 
is to make the future different. Of 
course, there will be those who will 
describe change as calamity and the 
young as wild. Through no fault of 
our own, Time has made us a post- 
war generation, and post-war genera- 
tions have always seemed, to the mor- 
alists, to be high-stepping down the 
Primrose Path; but don’t be disturbed, 
classmates. I don’t think we are as bad 
as that and, besides, this criticism of 
the young seems to be an old indoor 
sport. Not long ago a papyrus was dis- 
covered in the Valley of the Nile which 
archeologists say is the oldest record 
of human events extant. The ancient 
historian who wrote it had just two 
facts to lament—business was bad and 
children disobeyed their parents. 

Fortunately, there are still stand- 
ards worth fighting for and we are 
capable of fighting for them. Before us 
lies a new world worth making and 
in making it we can gain that elusive 
thing which all men seek—success. By 
success I don’t mean what we shall 
have but what we shall be. In. this 
great American democracy we have 
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just two criteria for judging success— 


accumulation and achievement; but 
what we make out of life, not how we 
make a living, is the significant factor 
in personal victory. The one thing that 
counts profoundly is character. The 
Old World himself needs character 
and it is only as we build Christlike 
character that the world can be made 
better. 

Measuring success in the terms of 
wealth is not necessarily a fallicious 
procedure. Money honestly made and 
prudently saved indicates a certain 
type of genius. There is no virtue in 
poverty. Nevertheless, history has time 
and again proven that you cannot ap- 
praise the true value of a man’s 
achievement by the price it will pro- 
duce in an open market. 

Europe produced two artists in the 
19th Century with almost identical 
names. Milbias, an English portrait 
painter, was quite a vogue in court 
circles during his time. At the height 
of his career his yearly income was 
thirty thousand pounds. Millet, the 
great Flemish artist, was the English- 
man’s contemporary. Millet died from 
a disease brought on by malnutrition 
due to poverty, but when he died he 
left the two immortal canvases, “The 
Angelus” and “The Man with a Hoe.” 
That all truly great people die in pov- 
erty is a false idea, but it is equally 
as erroneous to count wealth as a sure 
mark of success. Neither is what a 
man achieves always an indication of 
true success. Sometimes it is not a 
matter of victory or defeat, but how 
you fought and why. 

A little widowed mother, who had 
toiled early and late to keep her little 
brood together, came finally one day 
upon death. In the dark hours, she 
called the minister to give her spirit- 
ual comfort. She told the minister of 
the days spent over the washtubs and 
the nights over the ironing-board, and 
confessed that in her struggle with 
poverty she had failed to attend 
church. Would that be against her 
when she faced the King? The minis- 
ter assured her that she had been pa- 
tient during hardships and that the 
door to the House of Many Mansions 
always stood open to those who loved 
and sacrificed and served. 

“But what shall I say when I see 
Him,” the little mother asked. The 
minister had been watching the wom- 
an’s nervous-clutching hands—hands 


that were calloused, rough, with nails 
torn by toil and hard work. 

“Madam,” he replied, “when you see 
the King say nothing. Just show Him 
your hands, show Him your hands.” 


So will we be finally judged, not by 
our achievements or failures, but by 
how bravely we fought our battles and 
how fully we lived up to our possi- 
bilities. 

The man who makes the building 
of a Christlike character the supreme 
end of life will live in a conflict, but 
he is the one person who can get on 
top of his world and stay there. If 
pleasure is the supreme end of life, 
one may find, after drinking of life’s 
spiced wines, that his mouth is filled 
with ashes and his heart with bitter 
disillusionment. Pleasures are only 
momentarily, fleeting, as burns said. 


“Pleasures are like poppies spread— 
You seize the flower, its bloom is shed: 
Or like the snow falls in the river— 
A moment white, then melts forever.” 


Yes, Fate has a way of thwarting 
and defeating the ideals of mankind. 
The Midas touch has a way of failing 
just where it must succeed, if one is 
to be happy. 

In the conflict of life there is just 
one great objective worth striving for 
and that is Christlike character. It is 
the one possession that even death 
cannot take from a man. A man’s 
honor, his self-respect, his humility, 
his love for the beautiful, the good, 
the true; these are the assets that 
make up his real fortune. 

A line from the close of Tennyson’s 
“Idylls of the King,’ which he wrote 
in reference to Queen Victoria, reads: 


“O Loyal to Royal in thyself.” 


Not every man can win fame by his 
achievements or earn great wealth, 
but every man can be true to the royal 
in himself. Shakespeare said, “First to 
thine own self be true, and it must 
follow as night the day—thou cans’t 
not then be false to any man.” 

Being true to one’s self is no easy 
success. You can’t dream yourself in- 
to a character. You must hammer and 
forge yourself into one. One is apt to 
make mistakes and blunders, but a 
Single failure doesn’t mean ultimate 
defeat any more than a momentary 
victory means final success. Napoleon 
used to say of his favorite general, 
Marshal Soxe: “I like him. He loses 
battles, but he wins wars.” How true 
that is in successful living! No man

A Reminiscence of the Florida 
Camp Meeting 

Another of the annual sessions of the 
Florida camp meeting, at Wimauma, 
has taken its place in the sacred 
memoir of thousands. To many it will 
be a memorial, commemorative of the 
time when peace came into their 
hearts. To all of us who were priv- 
ileged to attend, it will be a memora- 
bilia of ten days spent “mighty close 
to heaven.” 

The first service was attended by 
one of the largest crowds, the “old 
timers” say, ever. The crowds con- 
tinued to increase and remain until 
this camp meeting became one of the 
best attended camp meetings, through- 
out, in its history. Twenty-seven new 
cottages had been built, nineteen trail- 
ers were brought, and still it was nec- 
essary to erect forty small tents and 
two large ones to accommodate the 
people. In view of the thousands of 
Holy-Ghost-filled people who were 
there, it could fittingly be called a little 
“holy city.” 

The great presence of God attended 
the first service and remained to 
touch every other service through the 
camp meeting. God was gracious in 
speaking to His people in tongues and 
interpretations several times. From 
the first sermon until the last, each 
speaker seemed to be filled with the 
fire of God. We were honored to have 
several of the great preachers from 
other states. A correct count of those 
blessed was virtually impossible, but it 
can safely be said that hundreds were 
blessed of God.

capable direction of our beloved over- 
seer, W. E. Johnson, to do more for 
God. 

Time and space will not permit me 
to tell all, even if I could find ade- 
quate words. I would need to men- 
tion the vacation Bible school, the 
fine musicians and singers, the Will- 
ing Workers’ program, the young peo- 
ple’s congress, and many, many other 
things, if I mentioned all the persons 
and things that made this camp meet- 
ing one of the best ever. 


The camp meeting is ended, the 
thousands are returned home, the old 
campground again slumbers in per- 
fect tranquility underneath the oaks 
with swaying Spanish moss. Yet, al- 
ready, plans have been made to make 
the next camp meeting an even bet- 
ter one. Nine acres have been bought 
directly in front of the campground, 
reaching down to the lake, at a cost 
of $5,000. This will give more camp- 
ing space and helps to make the camp- 
ground one of the most picturesque 
the Church has. Next year, we will 
have a six weeks’ Bible school imme- 
diately after the camp meeting. So, 
as Jesus tarries, we work. If He should 
come before next camp meeting, then 
our next session will be in heaven.—

There is a sweet 
essence of “surrendered will’ in our 
life, feeling His divine presence over 
us in our own hearts, minds ,and 
bodies.

is a success until he is willing to lose 
his soul to save it, and no man is de- 
feated until he fails. I once read a pas- 
sage about Shakespeare’s lines which 

read: 


“There is a tide in the affairs of 
men, which taken at the flood 
leads on to fortune; omitted, all 
the voyage of their lives is bound 
up in shallows and miseries.” 


This passage, the author went on 
to say, has caused a host of men and 
women to feel that some early misfor- 
tune had caused them to miss the 
flood tide of their experience and 
hence the voyage of their life is bound 
up in shallows and miseries. This, 
however, is not true. The ocean ebbs 
as well as flows and it does both twice 
in twenty-four hours. The mariner 
who sees the flood does not abandon 
his voyage. Neither does he deliber- 
ately sail into the shallows. He simply 
waits for the next flood. 

There is always another chance for 
those who are willing to get up, shake 
the dust of defeat from themselves, 
soothe their bruises and try again.

falls! 





“THOUGH HE FALL—” 

When a soldier falls in battle, his 
country usually provides for his care 
and seeks to restore him to health, 
if possible. When a Christian soldier 
“falls” while in the thick of the fight 
against sin and Satan, God has made 
gracious provision to restore him once 
more. “The steps of a good man ‘are 
ordered by the Lord: and he delighteth 
in his way. Though he fall, he shall 
not be utterly cast down: for the Lord 
upholdeth him with his hand,” Psa. 
37:23, 24. “For a just man falleth seven 
times, and riseth up again: but the 
wicked shall fall into mischief,” Prov. 
24:16. 

Satan, on the other hand, likes to 
see Christians fall victims to his das- 
tardly cunning. When he does succeed 
in tripping a loyal Christian and caus- 
ing him to fall from grace, he works 
with fiendish vigor to keep that one’s 
thoughts introspective—upon his fall, 
his shame, his disgrace. Satan endeav- 
ors to have his victim forget that there 
is mercy with the Lord, a helping hand 
reaching down to lift him up again. 
Satan tries to silence his tongue; to 
keep him from crying unto the Lord 


for help (Psa. 34:6). 

God knows this. Christ, our Advocate 
(1 John 2:1) “Himself hath suffered 
being tempted,” and “he is able to suc- 
cour them that are tempted” (Heb. 
2:18) among His people today—and 
graciously to lift them up again. God 
has provided a way back for those of 
His who fall, and who will look to Him 
for help. 

WE NEED NOT FALL 

No Christian worthy of the name 
wants to fall. Falling of any type is 
unpleasant. We ought to seek ways to 
prevent stumbling. When tourists seek 
to cross dangerous mountains or to 
climb steep mountain peaks they do 
not go alone. They have a guide, the 
best obtainable. And then, if they are 
at all wise, they do not ignore the ad- 
vice and leading of their guide on the 
way. Furthermore, they keep close to 
him, sometimes being tied to him with 
ropes, in order to escape falling into 
dangerous holes, over steep cliffs, or 
becoming lost. 

The Father has provided a Guide for 
all who will follow Him (John 3:16). 
He knows the way. He has trod the 
way before us, and has endured the 
same temptations (Heb. 4:15). He will 
take us through safely—if we treat 
Him as a Guide. He is near and will- 
ing to help always (Matt. 28:20). If 
we fall, it will be our fault, not His. 
Our fall may be due to a lack of 
“watching” and “praying” (Matt. 26: 
41) or through failure to make proper 
use of the “way to escape” which is 
provided (2 Cor. 10:12). “Watch ye 
therefore, and pray always that ye 
may be accounted worthy to escape 
all these things,” Luke 21:36. 

No, we do not wish to fall. We shall 
not try to fall. But if we fall, or slip, 
or stumble, on the way—as Christians 
—“we HAVE an Advocate with the Fa- 
ther, Jesus Christ the righteous,” 1 
John 2:1. He will take hold of our 
hand and raise us up again to peace 
of heart and usefulness in God’s serv- 
ice, if we will allow Him to do so. This 
is one thing we may not forget. It is 
something Satan desperately wants 
the depressed, despondent, slipping, 
stumbling Christian to forget!
